| came to tell me that he had been raped by Father Micarelli at Dr. 
Shibillo's Cabin near Yawgoog. He also states that Father Micarelli had raped 
his younger brother while camping at the cabin. 

8BiB| went on to state that Father Micarelli had been active as a pedophile 
while he served as a professional Scout leader. He claimed that Father Micarelli 
boasted openly about his relations with boys at Dr. Shibillo's cabin which | 
called a "sexpot" and Father Ed's new cabin on the Wood River. 

I told Mr. ISBHffl that Father Micarelli has not been active in Scouting 
since 1973 . In 1973 , I told camp that they could no longer use our equipment 
to plow driveways for private citizens. One of the roads that we plowed was 
for the cabin owned by Dr. Shibillo. By chance , Father Ed was at the cabin 
during a snow storm. He called Yawgoog to come and plow the drivewav. When 
he was told that camp could not plow privately owned driveways, he became irate. 
Father Ed called me at home to tell me what he thought of me and stated that 
"he would never set foot in Yawgoog as long as I was the Scout Executive". 
To my knowledge, Father Micarelli has not been back to camp since that time. 

Mr . fr i ^ftfc H told me that he has reported his situation iz the Diocesan Office 
but was not happy with their response. 

I told Mr, I fete^j that I would take the necessary steps to see that Father 
Micarelli was denied registration in the Boy Scouts.
